Smith, beat Nichols on the head 
with a ham m er Monday after be 
rushed from the prison print shop 
where he was working. 
Nichols died in the prison hos­ 
pital 21 minutes after the attack 
Nichols was one of 12 men in­ 
dicted March 23, 1953, for noting 
and malicious destruction of prop­ 
erty in connection with the mil 
lion-dollar Halloween riot and fire 
in 1952 at the prison. 
Nichols was paroled last Jan. 26 
but was returned last May 14 as a 
parole violator. At a hearing in

The voters seem sold 
on the idea that what fhis coun­ 
try needs is not a vice president 
who merely yearns for a good, 
five-cent cigar, but one who will 
get in there with bare knuckles 
and fight for it. 
Perhaps the biggest result of 
the 1956 national political con­ 
ventions is that both Republicans 
and Democrats now agree on 
this — running the executive 
branch of the federal govern 
ment has become a four-fisted 
job. 


The President’s two fists are 
no longer enough. His veep must 
have fists, too. 
Considering the proven politi­ 
cal pugnacity of the two present 
rival candidates for vice presi­ 
dent—Estes Kefauver and Dick 
Nixon—the nation may even 
wind up with a veep who gives, 
the appearance of having triple 
fists. 
Commenting on the new trend, 
a television pundit pontificated: 
“There will be no throttle bot­ 
toms.” He was referring to 
Alexander Throttlebottom. the 
amiable, bumbling, vice presi­ 
dential nonentity in the Broad­ 
way Musical. “Of Thee 1 Sing.” 
But what about the mother of a 
little boy who doesn’t want to 
get in there and slug? Can she 
no longer hope her son will grow 
up and become a vice president? 
Perhaps not in national poli­ 
tics. But the little lad still has a 
future in industry. 
There must be several hund­ 
red thousand vice presidents in. 
the business world. Many are 
harmless souls who dwell in up­ 
holstered 
swivel 
chairs 
and 
spend the day scribbling memos 
to their private secretary to be 
sure that no one without proper 
authorization uses the office pen 
cil sharpener. 
Yet they fill a need, and pure 
chaos would follow if they all 


were infected at once with the 
theory they should become two- 
fisted veeps. 
Aggressive heads of business 
organizations sometimes like to 
surround themselves with these 
Throttlebottcms on the reason­ 
able assumption, “with guys like 
that around I have to look good 
—if only by contrast.” 
The President of the United 
States doesn’t have to worry 
about having his job taken away 
from him by a two-fisted vice 
president. The constitution pro­ 
tects his powers, and custom 
guarantees his prestige. He is 
safe from inside assault. 
But the president of a busi­ 
ness firm has no such guaran­ 
tee. If all the Throttlebottoms in 
industry suddenly start flexing 
their muscles and doubling up 
their fists, no business president 
or board chairman in the land 
will sleep easily. Each will be 
afraid to turn his back in his 
own office. None will feel secure 
in his job. 
Do tycoons want a situation 
like that: Not if we know ty­ 
coons. 
The moral is. if you want to 
be a Throttlebottom in life, get 
out of politics. Go into industry. 
The business world depends on 
its Throttle bottoms, almost as 
much as it does on paper clips, 
to keep things together.

Prickly heat is a summer-time 
menace for both adults and chil­ 
dren. But babies seem especially 
susceptible. 
If your baby has a really bad 
case of prickly heat, try bathing 
him several times a day with a 
specially prepared sponge bath 
Sponge his whole body with a 
mixture of one quart of cool wat­ 
er and four teaspoons fuls of bak­ 
ing soda. 
Don’t Use Soap 
As long as the rash of small 
raised spots exists, don’t use any 
soap on that particular portion of 
his skin. 
Calamine l o t i o n or another 
mild lotion might prove benefi­ 
cial. Baking soda, cornstarch or 
baby powder probaby will help 
ease the itching. Be careful that 
the powder doesn’t become caked 


in the creases of your tot’s arms, 
legs and neck. 
Dressing a baby properly in 
warm weather will help prevent 
the rash from, developing in the 
first place. Perspiration, you see, 
is what causes prickly heat. 
During extremely hot weather, 
your youngster should wear as 
little clothing as possible. Make 
sure that the clothes next to his 
skin are soft, lightweight linen or 
cotton. 
Don’t c l a m p a tight-fitting 
bonnet on a baby’s head. This 
will only make him sweat. Be­ 
fore you know’ it, he'll have a 
bad case of prickly heat on his 
forehead. 
Susceptible Areas 
Some areas where the rash is 
likely to break out are a baby’s 
face, chest, neck and shoulders.

The U S. Department of Com­ 
merce reports Americans are in­ 
vesting 300 million dollars a year 
in Latin America — almost half 
of it in new m anufacturing plants. 
One big reason: returns often are 
twice or more what they are here. 
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A n o t h e r : most Latin-Amcrican 
countries perm it free ownership of 
foreign securities and fret export 
of their national currency, while 
in many other places Americans 
must wait to get their earnings out 
in any form. 
Much American investment has 
been in developing oil and mineral 
resources and the returns have 
been juicy 
But there’s been 
a 
postwar trend toward setting up 
subsidiaries of U.S.

ing companies, to. get around any 
restrictions on dollar spending and 
to bring production close to ex­ 
panding m arkets. 
And retail trade with a Yankee
